Recogniz- 
ing that there is a certain amount 
of fire hazard in broiler produc-

away from the other buildings. 
The next questions I would 
consider are the size of the house, 
type of structure and the mate- 
rials to be used for 
and economy of construction.

We recommend that the width 
of the building be 30 to 40 feet, 
wide enough to install adequate 
barn in the ends to allow 
room for a manure spreader to 
enter and leave the house, thus 
saving time and labor in cleaning 
up. The length of the house will 
be determined by the number of 
chickens to be raised in it. The 
longer the house, the it will 
cost per foot to build. 

It should also include a feed 
large enough to hold an 
adequate supply of feed for the 
chickens to be raised in the house 
and to provide storage space for 
the necessary equipment, such as 
chick fountains and smal] feeders 
which will be moved out of the 
brooder house when automatic 
waterers and larger feeders are 
put in use. The house should be 
made as nearly rat-proof as pos- 
sible, especially the

Better Chicks Through 
Better Hatching Eggs 


The time of year has come when 
we have started expecting a large 
number of eggs from our bree- 
ders. We must continue stronger 
than ever to advise the care of 
hatching eggs. 


Progressive hatcheries must 
maintain high standards to get 
healthy chicks and hatching eggs 
to their customers. | am going to 
list some of the requirements that 
we must remember at all times. 
These are being printed on a 
large poster which each of you 
will get shortly, and I want this 
poster placed in your house as a 
constant reminder. 


l. Gather Eggs Frequently. 
Three times a day at least or four 
to six times a day in freezing or 
hot weather. Extreme tempera- 
tures decreases hatchability whe- 
ther too cool or too hot 


2. Place Small Ends Down. 
Hatching eggs should be placed 
small end down in the cases de- 
livered to you. Do not include 
cracks, dirties and small eggs 
which may be rejected. 

3. Keep Eggs Cool. Hatching 
eggs should be kept in a_ cool, 
slightly moist room. A tempera 
ture of 55 degrees is ideal. Avoid 
temperatures below 50 degrees 
and above 70 degrees 

4. Handle Eggs Gently. Sudden 
jars or rough handling in packing 
and transporting eggs is injurious 
to hatchability. 

5. Protect Eggs From Cold. 
Protect your eggs from chilling in 
cool weather 

6. Eggs Must Be Clean. Hatch- 
ing eggs must be clean. Rub dirty 
eggs with a soft clean cloth slight- 
ly dampened, but do not wash 
them. Emory cloth or fine steel 
wool also may be used.
